Gentleman Burglar Ill, Makes 
Confession Said to Involve

PEORIA, Ill, april 8.—‘‘Gertie,’’ wife 
of Edward Tate, the gentleman burgfar, 
who is held in this city for the robbéry 
of the School Board safe, and who holds 
the solution of the cracking of the 
strong box and the disappearance of 
evidence damaging to Newton C. 
Daugherty, ex-school] superintendent, is 
in the city. 

“Gertie” has talked, too, and it is said 
that she and Tate have told anough to 
the police to warrant the statement that 
indictments and arrests of several prom- 
inent Peorians connectew# with the case 
will follow shortly. What Tate has told 
the police is not known and the mys- 
tery surrounding ‘‘Gertie,”’ sald to be 
Tate's wife, has not been entirely 
cleared, even by her appearance in this 
city. 

Tate is’ now in St. Francis’ Hospital, 
dangeroubly ill, and it was only when 
it was learned that he was near death's 
door that his wife came to Peoria. Tate 
had sent for her four weeks before, but 
she refused to come until Tate became 
seriously ill. Now she is at his bedside 
daily. 

Tate had told the police that if his 
wife told him to talk, he would tell the 
whole story, and he declared that when 
he told the story of the school board 
safe robbery it would eat @ sev- 
eral prominent Peorlans. ie has 
come and it is said that Pv has ad- 
vised her husband to talk. What state- 
ment she made to the police is closely 
guarded, but Chief of Police Wilson 
and State's Attorney Scholes do not 
deny that Tate made a confession when 
he feared that he was near death. The 
gentleman burglar is now better and it 
is believed he will recover. 

Attempt to Stop. Investigation, 

Desperate attempts have been made 
by certain Peorians te stop the further 
investigation of the Tate mystery, to 
find out who was behind the robbery of 
the School.

Abeles seemed worried and despon- 
dent and threatened to end his life. 
Goldman _ said his former employe 
sometimes made “remarks of that) 
sort,’ and that he did not attach much!

men there is fear that Abeles, unable 
to bear business reverses at his age, 











has ended his life.

Goldman gave up his position under 
Abeles in the middle of March. He is 
a trained designer. His departure 
seriously crippled the business, as 
several of the cutters and machine 
workers left the concern with him. 

Abeles closed his place of business at 
4145 North Eighth street March 20 and 
gave the keys to Miss Lyons, his fore- 
woman. He told her if he did not re- 
turn to turn over the keys to M. mosen~ 
treter, in business on the second fT 
of the building. He said he was goi 
to Chicago to find employes to replace 
those who had left him, as they ca@uld 
not be obtained in St. Louis.

Meyer, who lives at 26 Chapel 
Brooklyn, for absolute divorce from Ja- 
cob L. Meyer, a dealer in hardware in 
Manhattan. Meyer, -through K. Henry 
Rosenberg, his lawyer, denies that he 
has been guilty of the offenses charged 
by his wife, and in a counter suit says 
she was married twice before she mar- 
Tied him, and that neither of these hus- 
bands are dead nor Jegally divorced. 

Mr. and Mrs. Meyer were married on 
April 7, 1886, in this city. They have no 
children. ‘They lived together until 
August, 190, when they separated, Mr. 
Meyer alleges, because he found about 
the two former husbands living. One 
ie said to be Jacob Rosenberg, now a 
resident of Canada, and the other, Sam- 
uel Bromberg, living in St. Louis. 

Another feature of this matrimonial 
complication is that Mrs. Rachel Bern- 
stein, also of Brooklyn, will be called as 
a witness for Mrs. Meyer to prove that 


‘ her mother was married to Jacob Rosen- 


berg, her father, at the time she mar- 
ried Mr. Meyer. 
Had Him Arrested Repeatedly. 

Following the separation of Mr. and 
Mrs. Meyer she repeatedly caused the 
arrest of her husband on the charge 
of abandonment. Meyer's defense al- 
Ways Was that he was not legally mar- 
ried to her, and in every instance, Mey- 
er’s lawyer says, the magistrate dis- 
charged him. Meyer says he: has been 
before nearly every magistrate’ in 
Greater New York on the charge and 
that it has cost. him $2000 or more in 
lawvers’ feeas. 

Meyer has brought from Canada and 
elsewhere witnesses to prove that his 
wife's first husband is living and that 
there is no decree of divorce exist- 
ing between Lena Meyer and Jacob 
Rosenberg. In the case of Samuel 
Bromberg witnesses will come from St. 
Louis to testify against Mrs. Meyer. 
Mrs. Meyer, It is understood, will base 
her defense to her husband's suit upon 
the ‘“‘get’’ or Rabbinical! divorce, s0 
much in use among orthodox Russian 
and German Hebrews, which is not 
recognized in American courts. She 
bases her suit for a divorce on the al- 
leged misconduct of her husband with 
one Fannie Fresch, his partner in busi- 
ness.

CLEVELAND FLYER

Pennsylvania Officials Certain 
Tracks Were Tampered 
With. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Apri! 8-—After 
wrecking four of the fastest trains on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad's lines Fast 
within a month the fiends, who seem 
determined to cause great loss of life, 
shifted their operations to the lines 
West, and Saturaay night the Cleve- 
land Flyer, -the fastest train on the 
(Cleveland and Pittsburg division, was 
| wrecked in a narrow cut one mile west 
| of Hudson, O. Fortunately no person 
was injured. 
The condition of the track immediate- 
ly after the wreck showed beyond all 
doubt that a deliberate attempt had 
been made to wreck the train by loosen- 
ing one of the rails. Posses scoured thie 
surrounding country for the wreckers, 
but so far their search has been in 
vain. 

Officials of the railroad declare that 
ithe manner in which the train was 
wrecked shows conclusively that the 
‘same methods were used as in the 
wrecking of the Manhattan Limited at 
Wilmerding, the Keystone Express at 
East Pittsburg and the Chicago Ex- 
press at Turtle Creek and also the 
Eighteen-Hour Flyer at Mineral Point. 
So alarmed are the officials that a con- 
ference of the division superintendents 
has been called by President McCrea. 
This morning it is announced that 
$2500 reward will be paid for the cap- 
ture of the Hudson wreckers and an 
additional $2500 if they are taken within 
48 hours. The wreck at Hudson was 
planned with diabolical regard to de- 
tail. The spikes were draw from along 
one rail and the end of the rail bent 
in. The fishplates were removed and 
wedged in between the rail ends, pre- 
venting the breaking of the eiectrical 
rail current, which would have caused 
danger signals to have been displayed.
